Calgary io grade shipments of Norib 
Alberta grain. It is true that from 
the tenpr ai the article it becomes ap- 
parent that the actua! cause of the 
Telagram’s interest in syclan appo-nt- 
ment is not in order that North Al- 
beria, so much as that western Mani- 
ioba grain, may be inspected on its 
way to the Pacific coast for shipment. 
The specia! occasion of the Telegram’s 
remarks was the recent shipment oi 
a cargo o: western Manitoba grain-io 
South Airica by the Pythomene sailing 
from Vancouver, which shipment was 
disadvantages, by having elther to ‘go 
uninspected or be hauled eastward to 
Winnipeg for imspection. 

The Te'egram. has done wel! to cali 
atteniion to the need of an inspector 
at Calgary and under ordinary con- 
ditions North Alberta js ihe district 
most in.ierested in the appointment o. 
such an inspector. Owing ‘to smail 
shipments this season as yet, there 
has been no great loss for lack of such 
an @ificial, bui last year ibere was 
great inconvenience and loss as well, 
and.in years uo com, if mot in ihe re- 
mainiug pur. of the present season, 
there is every certainty of the need 
being great. Ae 

A receni article in jthe- Winnipeg 
Commercial on the advantages o.fered 
by ehipment by way of Vancouver 
bears Ov ihe same point. From iig- 
eres given by the Commercial 1t may 
well be that insicad of Moose Jaw and 
Regina wheat being b.ockaded at Fort 
»William ier four or five monthe, even 
jafter it leaves the home elevator, it

out bonus and without control. 

Discussion being invited Mr. Cloff 
Epoke on behalf of an increased duiy 
on bacon and a specific duty on horses. 
The Oanadian market should be held 
for Canadian producers of pork by an 
increase of duty and inferior. horses 
should be kept out by @ specific duty. 

Mr. Oliver said that if the farmers 
already having a duty of two cents a 
pound in their favor on bog producis, 
asked for an increase, they coald not 
refuse the demands of the manufac 
tureers for increases also. But the in- 
creased duty on bacon would not af- 
fect the price of pork for expert, which 
governed the general home price, while 
the increased duty on manufaciured 
articles would affect the price of those 
articles to the farmer, because’ the 
manufactures were united in comtsnes, 
such as che lumber combine. He was in 
favor of a gp2ciiic duty on horses and 
had go stated during last session, 

On motion of N. D. Mille, seconded 
by J..G. Tipton, a reso!ution of satis- 
faction with Mr. Oliver's course in the 
past and of cgnfidence for the future 
was agreed to without discussion, and 
the meeting adjourned.
